It 
must be admitted that a sense ot that kind 
in either an individual ora people is not 
one that can be called eminently rational. 
It cannot always give a reason for its own 
existence, nor does it always stop to finda 
reason for its determinations of policy. Tt 
is flighty, incomprehensible, inexplicable, 
verging closely on the indistinct and irreg- 
ular line that separates insanity from 
inspiration. Still it is apt to be prophetic; 
and, in view of the kindred nature of the 
poetic faculty, the poets are, -atter all, po 
bad teachers fora statesman of the highest 
order. Paradoxical as it may seem, noth- 
ing more completely disqualifies a man for 
conducting the affairs of a creat nation at 
auy important crisis in its history than the 
lack Of certain fine qualities which seem 
at first glance to have no _possible relation 
but one of hostility to practical politics, 
_ Aa times no miler who is himself quite free 
from a certain subtile and’ unsound trenzy 
can successiuLy or even sately guide a na- 
tion that has become intected with it. Nay; 
Le tighter the screws in his own head the 
mere incompetent he issure to be through 
luck of sympathy. “The ardent mania of 
the people must be mantles by a 
“cold lunacy” in the ruler, a politic and 
methodical but strictly corresponding 


madness; otherwise those mysterious and 


almost preternatural influences which 
sometimes press into a nation’s mind from 
upe@en sources and, as it were, through 
the seams Of an unsound understanding 
cannot work out the wonderful results 
which are thus sometimes brought about 
and which no tamer power could ever have 
accomplished. At least from the time of 
PerTer the Great the czars and their peo- 
ple have been sympathetic participants m 
the madness oi “manifest destiny.”

Indeed,in the iefter 
found on his body, and addressed to bis family 
he speaks wildiy of being guarded by the spirits 
of bis deceased fitends, and especially that of a 
former wife; and states that he is soon going to 
join her in the spirit-'and.

port in question 1s mainiy occupied with the dis- 
cussion of the advisability of ualiting a banking 
interest with the regular itosuraoce bu:iness. 

Mr. émith reports unfavorably to such union on 

the grcund tha’, $0 many and peculiar are the 

risks attendant upon fire insurance, prudent 
business men are unwililog to have their stock 

,nvested in bank subjected to such risks; aad, on 

the other hand, policy holders in 

tLe insurance company would not 
desire to have the whole of the capital stock 
and accumulated funds of the insurance com- 
pany invested In the business of exchange, dis- 
count, and general banking. Such is the mag- 
nituce of the amounts of money involved in this 
business as to demand that every safeguard that 

Can be devised should be by the law afforded to 

policy-holders and the community in general. 

The Western Insurance and Banking Company 

of Loutsville bas complied with the law separat- 

}Dg the banking capital from the tnsurance capli- 

al, and invested the assets belonging to the in- 

surapce busine+s In accordance with the pro- 
visious of the geceral tnsurance laws now tn force, 
these declaring that the capital and funds of in- 
eurance companies shall not be used in general 
exchange, discount, and banking busin-«ss. 

There are now but two companies, viz: The Ger- 

man Bank and [Insurance Company, and the 

Louisville Insurance and Banking Compeny, 

which have failed to signify their intention toin- 

vest their insurance capital and the funds sc- 
cumulated in the course of their insurance busi- 
ness in tne securities pre«cribed by the general 
insurance laws passed at the last session ofthe 

Legislature. Al of the other companies fiave 

ei pressed thels willingness and lotention to com- 

Pp y with the law in this respect. 

Almost every State in the country which has 
pessed geveral insurance laws his throwa 
around the business of lasurance s‘ringent pro- 
visiors and restric'ions in regard to the invest- 
ment of the capital stock and accumulated fund, 
and though ftis true that, so longas both the 
banking and the insurance business are pro:per- 
ou-, the company that is allowed todo the double 
business upon one and the same capital will 
make double profit, still experience seems clearly 
to tndicate t hat it is safest and best for the gene- 
ral public good not to sudj<ct the Insurance cap- 
ital and funds to the hazards of bankiag, and 
not to subject the great banking interests of the 
coup'ry to the hazards of fire and marise fusur-

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-2ace companies. 


In this conmc'ion Mr. Smith says: “By the 
general insurance laws of Massachusetts it ts 
provided (hat ‘iasuraace companies chartered by 
tbis State, now dotng basiness, shall not be com- 
pelied to change anyinvestment that was origin- 
ally legally mace.” Although there is no simitar 
provision in the genera: insurance laws of this 
State, I hive not hesitate’, when asked by of- 
fcers of the different companies whether they 
would be required to change their investments 
and at great sacrifice, to say, in reply, that they 
would not be required to abruptly ctange in- 
vestments Originally made ie¢gaily, bat that they 
would be at onc? required to comply with the 
ppirit of the law and satisfy this office of their 
intention to comply strictiy with its requtre- 
men's as £000 ag it could well be done with- 
cut serious pecuniary logs op their pert. When 
the general in urence laws were approved 
op the 2th of March lest, nearly all the Fire and 
Marine Inturance Companies, organized previ- 
ously by authority 01 the laws of this State, found 
their business is many resp-cta made iliegal. I 
did mot enter upon the duties of this office un't! 
very nearly the middle of the year; and after 
fivaing that there was po special danger to policy- 
bolders from the companies then doing business, 
these companies were allowed time to conform 
their pew busine:-s to the new taws. A very 
large mejority of the companies have done this. 
and 1 think ai] the stock companies can do so 
without miatertal trouble or detriment to their 
interests.” 

There are t«o purely mutual Insurance Com- 
pantes—the Kentucky and Loutavilie Mutual In- 
surance Companys, and the Kentucky Farmers’ 
Mutual Insurance Company—to which Mr. Smith 
says this chance v ould seem to be more @ ficult. 
The charter of the fr-t, given in 1856, before the 
passage of the jaw, would make it exempt from 
complisnce Wi h tte provisions, but to exempt 
the fatter wovpld open the door to special legis- 
lation, eubversive of the best interests of the 
State. Therefore, Mr. Smicii is io favor of this 
company providing tbe necessary guarantee of 
$100,000, as prescribed, or cease to do insurance 
busthess. fm corncldsion, he repeats that before 
the general laws im regard to tmsurance passed 
atthe lest sessidn sre moditied or amended, 
time be allowed for the: purpose of seeing at 
least foe results of one year’s work from the In- 
surance Buresv, as orvacized voder th ¢se laws.
